Today’s threatening events, L’-

statements on the Palestine prob- 
em. 

The Pope has issued two en- 
cyc:icals on the matter—In Mul- 
tiplicibus in 1948, and Redemp- 
toris Nostri in 1949. Both called 
for the internationalization of 
Jerusalem and vicinity and the 

protection of Christian rights 
there. The encyclicals followed 
the destruction of many Chris- 
tian shrines in Palestine during 
the Arab-Israeli War. In 1949 
the United Nations voted to in- 
ternationalize Jerusalem but 
nothing has yet been done to put 
the U.N. decision into effect.
